They 
said all provisions of the Railway

Some other states impose special 
licenses or taxes on margarine, 


Margarine Label Required by Mis- 
sourl, but No Tax. 

The State of Missouri imposes 
no tax on the manufacture or sale 
of oleomargarine as such, but re- 
quires that all packages contain- 
ing it be clearly marked “oleomar- 
garine.” 

The state imposes no restriction 
on the color of the product but 
the law requires any hotel or 
boardinghouse keeper serving oleo- 
margarine to mark the vessel in 
which it is served with the word, 
“aleomargarine.” 

When oleomargarine is. mixed 
with butter.or any other substance, 
the law requires the product to 
show on the package the percent- 
age of the margarine it contains.

McGrath Working Out Details. 

Although not openly ticketed as 
a political junket, the tour’s de- 
tails are being worked out by 
Democratic National Chairman J. 
Howard McGrath. 

Truman's search for a running 
mate could be tied into the trans- 
continental travels. Gov. Mon 
Wallgren of Washington has been 
mentioned as a ge a vice presi- 
dential choice. He m ay host 
again to Truman, ie visited him 
in 1945, 

Meanwhile, the President’s Re- 
publican opponents were busy, 

Harold E. Stassen, the former 
Minnesota governor, was in New 
Jersey to bid for the state's 38 
convention votes. 

The New Jersey convention slate 
‘already has been chosen and 
‘pledged to the favorite son, Gov. 
Alfred E. Driscoll. But Stassen 
had luncheon today with the dele- 
gates and other leading state Re- 
publicans at Trenton. He spoke 
on foreign affairs at Princeton 
last night.

“more liberal” than Stassen. 

“The program which I have 
worked out is based on definite 
principles, and gives federal aid 
consistent with Republican prin- 
ciples of liberty and equality,” he 
said in an address at Canton, O.

However, all agreed to re-enter 
after numerous Assembly commit- 
tee sessions and assurances by 
Chiang that each delegate would 
„vote his own free will.” 

Li’s election was a staggering 
defeat for the right wing of the 
Kuomintang (Government party) 
which has controlled China more 
than two decades. 

The Kwangsi-born general, now 
58 years old, campaigned on prom- 
ises of basic reforms, including 
redistribu@on of the land. He was 
outspoken in his criticism of the 
right-wing leadership. 

The voting was quiet and order- 
ly. Li's election was accepted 
without incident. It had been re- 
ported repeatedly that Chiang 
wanted Sun elected.

There, the Post-Dispatch was told, 
he served notice that if, after re- 
tiring, he found the Navy seek- 
ing to develop its role in air war- 
fare at the expense of the Air 
Force, he would fight vigoroysly 
to oppose it. 

His argument was that Con- 
gress, in creating an independent 
Air Force, did not intend that 
responsibility for air offense and 
defense be divided between the 
Air“ Force and the Navy, and that 
attempt to create two air 
forces would jeopardize national 
security. ; 

Spaatz’s remarks on this occa- 
sion, were prompted by a study 
made for the Navy by R. Adm. 
Daniel. W. Gallery, chief of the 
guided missile branch of naval 
operations, In this report Gallery 
urged that strategic bombing be 
accepted as a naval function and 
that the Air Forée be used chief- 
ly in a defensive role. 

The Air Force from the begin- 
ning has regarded strategic bomb- 
ing—the destruction of the en- 
emy’s capacity to carry on war— 
as its function. 

Navy Secretary John L. Sulli- 
van, asked about the Gallery re- 
port at a recent congressional 
committee hearing, said it repre- 
sented only the views of its author 
and was not Navy policy.

Under the new tax law, as 
law, the most expensive way to-dispose of an 
estate is to have it pass outright from husband 
to wife, from wife to-children and from chil- 
dren to grandchildren.

Fattening the Dollar 


It is an encouraging thing to see the steel in- 
dustry reduce prices and issue a call for its 
example to be followed in other industries. The 
reduction announced by U.S. Steel, Bethlehem, 
Republic and some smaller companies amounts 
to about $1.25 a ton on finished steel, but leaves 
prices still $10 a ton higher than they were a 
year ago. 

Yet the reduction should not be belittled, for 
it seems to amount to about twice the price 
increase which the industry announced last Feb- 
ruary. As far as U.S. Steel is concerned, it 
cannot be dismissed as a gesture in avoidance of 
a wage increase. For U.S. Steel’s contract with 
the Steelworkers’ Union has another year to 
run, and Philip Murray has announced that the 
union will live up to its contract. 

Steel is not by itself in reducing prices. West- 
ern Electric, General Electric, Westinghouse and, 
in St. Louis, Century Electric and Emerson Elec- 
tric have reduced prices on a large part of their 
output by 5 per cent or more. The housewife 
who has been waiting for a Bendix automatic 
washing machine can get one now for about a 
fifth less than the price of a month ago. Re- 
frigerators are still scarce, but before long they, 
too, will be available for immediate delivery, and 
prices should start down. 

In textile goods, also, the market is softening. 
The New York Times reports that printed per- 
cales for July delivery have fallen from 43 to 
36% cents a yard and that brown sheeting is 
down three cents a yard. 

Department store inventories are consider- 
ably higher now, in proportion to the volume of 
‘business, than they were in 1939, and somewhat 
higher even than they were a year ago. De- 
partment store buyers now take time to shop 
around for better values from wholesalers and 
manufacturers. 

Unfortunately, food prices, which are the most 
important of all, show little sign of receding. 
They are back almost where they were before 
the winter slump in farm prices. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics, how- 
ever, says that food will be abundant both for 
the United States and Europe. It predicts that 
net farm income this year will be down nearly 
three billion dollars, or 15 per cent, as com- 
pared with last. Such a sharp drop ought to 
be reflected in retail food prices. 


There is some room for hope, at least, that 


the grocer in a few more months will become 
as sensitive to “consumer resistance” as the 
dry goods merchant is becoming.

Dewey's name was written 
in by almost as many voters, but the fact is 
that once again Mr. Stassen has led a primary 
in which electors had a free choice. He has 
outdistanced the 1944 G.O.P. standard bearer, 
who has been seeking the White House for 12 
years. He has forged ahead of a numerous field 
of candidates, older both in years and political 
experience. 

Another of Stassen's Important pre-conven- 
tion tests will be that in Ohio, where he is 
bearding Senator Taft in his own den. If he 
can make a good showing there, he will have en- 
hanced himself a great deal at the expense of 
one of the major contenders. May 4 could be a 
date with destiny for Harold Stassen—and in 
reverse for the son of William Howard Taft. 
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Courage, Sackets Harbor! 

To the citizens of Sackets Harbor, N.Y., who 
are resisting the efforts of Colorado Springs to 
move the body of Gen. Zebulon M. Pike to the 
top of Pikes Peak, his namesake, we say. Stand 
your ground, They say they have grown fond 
of the general, and we see how it is. Incident- 
ally, in a business of this sort nobody is better 
qualified to offer encouragement and sugges- 
tions than the people of the great State of Mis- 
souri. 

This is the state that successfully beat off an 
attempt by Austin, Tex., 10 years ago to move 
the remains of Moses Austin from Potosi, which 
he founded, for reinterment in the Texas capital 
beside the grave of his illustrious father, 
Stephen F. Austin? for whom the city of Austin 
was named. 

There are some Kentuckians who believe their 
state got the better of Missouri in a similar 
argument over Daniel Boone, and then again 
there are just as many Missourians who hold to 
the opposite view. The Sackets Harborites can 
take their choice, and we entertain little doubt 
that it will be the right one. 

As the story goes, Boone was to have been 
buried beside his wife’s grave in a cemetery near 
Marthasville, but the place was found to be 
already occupied, and accordingly he was buried 
at the head.

Politics is undergoing more changes than many 
people have time to take note of in this busy 
world, and we don't recall having seen an ade- 
quate discussion of the log cabin situation any- 
where.

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After a Year’s Delay 

One year and three weeks ago, Russell T. 
Beebe and Richard T. Carter were elected to 
the East St. Louis -Cit? Council, in the first 
upsurge against the McGlynn machine. Mr. 
Beebe was seated but Mr. Carter, former Air 
Force fighter pilot, was blocked by a mandamus 
proceeding brought by Joe W. Ganschinictz, 
machine Commissioner. 

Although not officially a member of the East 
St. Louis Council, Mr. Carter has gone to most 
of its meetings as an observer. He was sure 
that sooner or later he would be awarded his 
seat. It turned out to be later—a whole year 
later. The Illinois Court of Appeals has just 
now upheld an order of the St. Clair County 
Circuit Court dismissing the Ganschinietz legal- 
ism and directing the County Clerk to issue a 
certificate of election to Carter.” Meantime, 
Mr. Carter, with strong support from voters of 
both parties, won the Democratic nomination 
for state's attorney from the machine incumbent, 
Louis P. Zerweck. 

This presented the McGlynn machine with an 
unpleasant dilemma. By legal stalling it might 
keep its man Ganschinietz on the City Council 
a while longer. But to do so would add more 
fuel to the fire raging against machine rule. It 
would give further assistance to Mr. Carter in 
his campaign to become the prosecutor of crooks 
in St. Clair County. 

Today the machine made its choice. Gans- 
chinietz bowed to the order of the Appellate 
Court and announced that Mr. Carter may now 
take the Council post he should have had a year 
ago. If the people of St. Clair County want to 
make the most of their good start at house- 
cleaning, they will keep him on the City Coun- 
cil only until time to swear in the next State's 
Attorney. With Mr. Carter in that office, the 
crooks should be afraid to steal any more elec- 
tions. 
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Eleven Brave Men 


The seven Liberals, three Agrarians and one 
Conservative in the Finnish Parliament who 
voted against ratification of the treaty with 
Russia performed an act of courage. 

Perhaps they will prove in the long perspec- 
tive of history to have been no more wise and 
no more loyal Finns than the 157 who voted for 
ratification, many of whom must have felt, as 
did President Paasikivi, that it was the course 
to take in a choice between bad and worse. 
Their vote could not possthly have influenced 
the’ result. 

Anyhow, it took courage. These 11 were 
unterrified by the terror in which Russia has 
enveloped Finland. They made themselves 
marked men by their votes, which will be in- 
terpreted as “insulting behavior toward the 
Soviet Union” by the Moscow stooge, Yrjo 
Leino. Since Leino, as Interior Minister, con- 
trols the police, their marking will be fraught 
with great personal danger to them—and to 
those they love. 

Under these circumstances it may have been 
quixotic of them. But it seems also like a very 
good augury that when the last tyrant has done 
his last tyranny, it will be the good strong, clean

In Palestine, Arabs and Jews are waging 
a battle against time in two senses. The 
immediate struggie is for consolidation of 
positions in anticipation of the end of the 
British mandate on May 15. The Arab po- 
sition, by virtue of 
aid from the Arab 
states surrounding 
Palestine, is likely to 
be the stronger un- 
less Palestine's 700, 
000 Jews receive out- 
side aid. 

But in the longer- 
range battle, the 
Araba are almost in- 
evitably doomed to 
failure. This is the 
fight against the en- 
croachments of the 
Industrial Revolution 
in a futile effort to * 
maintain a four Grand Mufti 
teenth century feudalism. Basically, this is 


the underlying motive of the Arabs in their 


war against the Jews. 


In the quarter-century that Jewish set- 
tlement has been going on, as many mira- 
cles have occurred as during Biblical days. 
The desert has been literally made to flow- 
er through modern irrigation and scientific 
agriculture. The citrus industry has grown 
to rival that of the United States, Modern 
steel processing factories, silk mills and 
scores of other jndustries have flourished. 


New Age of Miracles 


More and more, Palestine has become dhe’ 


industrial center of the Middle East with 
a higher standard of living for its skilled 
workmen than any neighboring country 
and than many European nations. A car- 
penter in Haifa, for example, makes $8.40, 
in contrast with $1.50 to $2 per day in 
France for the same job. The shortages 
with which the traveler becomes so famil- 
iar in Europe seemingly do not exist in 
Palestine, 

It is not the Jews but the 
have profited most, As a result of Jewish 
settlement, the Arab population, used to 
years of submarginal farming with ancient 
tools and methods, prey to all types of 
epidemics spread from impure water and 
food supplies, living the nomadic existence 
of their forebears, have experienced most 
remarkable advances. 


At no time, under the immigration re- 
strictions of the British Mandate, has the 
inflow of Jewish settlers kept pace with the 
manpower demands of the intensive kind 
of agriculture and industry required in the 
arid land of Palestine. Consequently, it 
has been essential for the Jewish.settlers 
to utilize the services of the native Arabs 
as partners and employes. Jewish advances 
in diseaxs@\coutrol, in educational institu- 
tions, in mddern agricultural practices, 
have all been afforded to the Arabs. 


Even today, in the midst of war, many 
Arabs are still practicing business collabo- 
ration with the Jews—surreptitiously, how- 
ever, in most cases, in order to avoid re- 
prisals from foreign Arabs who have infil- 
trated the Holy Land to take active leader- 
ship in the anti-Zionist war.

Neighbors, Partners and Friends 


The industrial revolution has caused an- 
other virtually unprecedented move on the 
part of Arabs -- emigration from their 
homelands, In the past two decades, thou- 
sands from nearby Moslem countries have 
come into Palestine to enjoy the higher 
standard of living. Many have become 
highly successful. 

In the middle of this whole picture is 
the curious paradox of pro-Jewish Arabs 
who have been intimidated into positions 
of antagonism without any desire on their 
part to wage an anti-Jewish war. Through- 
out Palastine, from Jew and native Arab 
alike, you hear the story of foreign inter- 


vention here ing Palestine Arabs into action. 
In some instances, you are told, invading 
Arabs from Trans-Jordan, Syria and Saudi 
Arabia have blown up Palestine Arab vi)- 
lages because the natives refused to take 
the field against their Jewish neighbors. 


Most significant of all was the action 
two months ago of the Palestine Citrus 
Growers’ Association, Shortly after the 
outbreak of hostilities, Arab members of 
the association sent a delegation to the 
Jewish members. Their message, in es- 
sence, Was: 


“Since most of us live in sections to be 
included in the proposed Jewish State, what 
will our future position be? Because of 
Arab hostility to such a state, it might be 
dangerous for us to become citizens of a 
Jewish tate although we desire to con- 
tinue residing in it.” 


Offer of Arab Citrus Growers 


The Jewish members conferred with ‘of- 
ficials of the Jewish Agency and returned 
with this reply: 


“We understand your danger under such 
circumstances. The new Jewish state will 
have no restrictions on equal citizenship 
for Arabs and Jews alike. If you choose to 
remain peaceful residents .after partition 
but fear to become national citizens, you 
may retain your present status. Moreover, 
even though you will be aliens to the state, 
you may nevertheless vote in municipal 
elections.” 


From Arab chieftains in the hills of 
Judea to Jewigh cannery workers in Tel 
Aviv, this is the most frequently expressed 
attitude in Palestine, The overwhelming 


majority blame the present agitation on 


outside Arab pressure rather than any 
Arab-Jewish antagonism within Palestine. 


Meanwhile, in Egypt the exiled Grand 
Mufti, former crony of Hitler, in Trans- 
Jordan the pro-Axis Abdullah, and else- 
where in the Middle East the paladins plot 
and foment war. Just as the 700,000 Jews 
of Palestine who have no retreat except 
into the sea are fighting for their lives, so 
are these poterttates of the Middle East 
fighting for their lives in a different sense. 


These Arab feudal lords have already 
seen what a thin trickle of Western Jews 
has done toward bringing the twentieth 
century to the desert. They have seen the 
Jews pay high prices extracted by Arab 
landowners for wasteland and turn it into 
flowering farms. They have seen thei 
own people transformed into businesslike 
farmers and workmen. And, deepest of all, 
they have felt their overlordship slip under 
the impact of improved conditions which 
threaten their religious and economic serf- 
dom. 


The Sands Run Out 


The Jews are fighting for their right te 
exist and to rescue 250,000 of their Euroe- 
pean fellows still imprisoned in DP camps. 
Outnumbered, inadequately supplied, with- 
out legal international status, they are seri- 
ously endangered by the Arab states which 
surround them, 


But the Arab lords are waging an even 
more desperate battle, for they are fighting 
against the tides of history. Whatever 
victory or truce they may wrest from the 
Jews and from the UN, they are doomed. 
Even now the sands of time have run out 
too far for them to preserve the old order 
in the face of progress. The example of 
Middle East set by the Palestine Jews, 
plus the lure of Arab oil which will bring 
the West deeper and deeper into the Mos- 
lem domains, marks their days as num- 
bered. a

As the British troops are being 
withdrawn from the territory 
west of the Jordan, and as the 
mandatory Government is being 
disestablished, there have emerged 
in the region as a whole two prin- 


cipal centers of organized military 
and political power. The one is 
the Jewish Agency and the Ha- 
ganah Army; the other is King 
Abdullah and the Trans-Jordan 
Army. 

If the present guerrilla fighting 
were to become an organized war, 
the war would be fought between 
the Haganah and Abdullah's army. 
And if this war is to be avoided 
and a political settlement reached, 
it is now reasonably certain that 
it can be achieved only if Britain 
and America jointly are able to 
negotiate an arrangement between 
the two principal parties actually 
on the ground. 

For unless Abdullah's army 
crosses the Jordan and invades 
Palestine in force, there is no 
present likelihood that the Jews 
will be forced out of the main 
territory assigned to them by the 
recommendation of the General 
Assembly of the United Nations. 
Britain’s Obligation. 

Moreover, if Abdullah's army 
remains in Trans-Jordan, there is 
no other Arab army of any im- 
portance which could wage war 
in Palestine. If such an army 
existed, it would have to cross 
Trans-Jordan, and indeed to use 
Trans-Jordan as its base of oper- 
ations, in order to conduct an 
organized military campaign. 

For these reasons the key to 

the prevention of a serious war 
in Palestine is to find out what 
King Abdullah will do when the 
British mandate ends. 

This should not be inordinately 
difficult. For on the one hand 
Trans-Jordan is allied with Great

To Halt the Terrorists.

It | 
may be that in the end the solu- 
tion will be to reunite the whole 
of Palestine on both sides of the 
Jordan in a loose confederation 
of two or three autonomous but 
not wholly sovereign states, per- 
haps with Abdullah as king of a 
greater Palestine. 

Such a solution is not incon- 
ceivable if Britain and America 
jointly decided to promote it~ 
Britain using its influence with 
Abdullah and America its influ- 
ence with the Jewish Agency. A 
wise and adroit diplomacy work- 
ing on these lines would encour- 
age and induce the Haganah to 
exert its authority over the ter- 
rorists of the Irgun and the Stern 
gang and would encourage and in- 
duce King Abdullah to exert his 
authority over the Arab terrorists 
under the Grand Mufti.

Never Let a- Woman Make Chile’ 


That's the Only Rule on Which Connoisseurs of This Grand Dish Agree

HILE CON CARNE eaters, 
C particularly the ones who 
make their own, are as vio- 
ently partisan to their recipes as 
spaghetti hounds or barbecue 
fiends. They are all members of 
the same lodge but they can’t 
agree upon anything, except: 
Never let a woman make the 
chile, There’s a lot of sense to 
that. The proper concoction of a 
good dish of chile seems to be a 
man’s business. When the Little 
Woman gets her fingers into the 
proceedings the finished dish is 
very likely to be a weak, anemic 
collection of beans and not much 
more. She is afraid to put any 
kick to the stuff. Real chile con 
carne eaters want their material 
hearty, husky and hotter than 
the south gate of Hades. Just put 
a fire extinguisher by their chairs, 
Americans along the Texas- 
Mexico border eat as much chili 
as they do in Mexico and since 
they have adopted the dish for 
life they have added some touches 
of their own, which are all to the 
good. A word of advice before 
we start out, one of the wonderful 
ingredients of good chile is the 
thing the Mexicans have plenty of. 
TIME. Don't try to do any of it 
in a rush. . 


To make: 


Chop up a large onion and a 
clove of garlic,and fry in a deep 
pan in three tablespoons of olive 
oil. Now add a pound of good 
ground beef and cook it SLOW- 
LY. When all is brown put in a 
can of tomatoes, a chopped green 
pepper, a goodly pinch of celery 
salt, the same of red pepper, a half 
4 teaspoon of comino seed, a brok- 
en-up bay leaf, a heaping table- 
spoon of chile powder, a small 
pinch of sil and salt to taste. 
Stir and r some more, Now 
pour in a can -of cooked chile 
beans, juice and all, cover and sim- 
mer until everything is slightly 
cooked down and well blended.

Boil meat until tender. Pour the 
stock into the top of a double boil- 
er, add a cup of cornmeal, salt 
and chile powder. Experiment un- 
til you have the amount of chile 
powder to suit your taste. We 
like it HOT. Cook the cornmeal 
about 45 minutes, stirring regu- 
larly, 

Now saute a large chopped on- 


ion in olive oil, add a large can of ' 


tomatoes and a can of corn and 
cook for 20 minutes. Next put in 


the meat and a can of ripe olives. 


Check the seasonings. At this 
point you will probably want some 
more salt and chile powder. Thick- 
en the whole works with some of 
the cooked cornmeal and mix 
well. Next place a layer of corn- 
meal in the bottom of a baking 
dish ahd cover with the mixture. 
Put the rest of the cornmeal on 
top. Bake in a moderate oven, un- 
covered, until nice and brown on 
top. This will feed 10 persong or 
six Texans. 
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SOME TIME WHEN you want 


to try something extremely simple 
but extrem good, take a whirl 
at Mexican Macaroni, which goes 
like this: 

Brown a cup of chopped onions 
in a tablespoon or so of olive oil. 
In go three and a half cups of 
fresh or canned tomatoes, a cup 
of grated cheese, chile powder to 
taste—you. might start with two 
teaspoons—and salt. Cook this to- 
gether. Now mix in the cooked 
macaroni and remove all to a fire-. 
proof dish. Dot the top with little 
pieces of butter and a sprinkling 
of cheese. Bake in a moderate 
oven until the top is a golden 
brown. 

Make a salad of cold canned 
pears, get a bottle of cold ale out 
of the ce box and you have a 
quick, substantial meal that is 
just a little on the different side. 


Education in 


Public Health 


s Essential 
By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


INCE its beginning many years 

ago, the, objectives of the pub- 

lic health movement have 
changed considerably. At first the 
movement was directed toward 
such things as passage of sani- 
tary laws, organization of a 
health service, provision of a safe 
water supply, etc. 


Health education was as es- 
sential to progress as it is now. 


Formerly, education was directed 


toward gecuring the support of 
the community leaders. Today, ef- 
forts toward health education 
must include every individual in 
the community. This fact is im- 
portant because public health is 
now concerned with diseases that 
cannot be controlled without the 
co-operation of all the people in 
a community. 
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QUESTION: Are the “soapless 
soaps” and shampoos harmful to 
the hair? . 

Answer: During the past 15 
years a large number of materials 
have been developed which have 
the cleansing properties of soap 
without many of the undesirable 
properties of soap. None of these 
materials are harmful to the hair 
or scalp under normal conditions. 


In general, the soapless sham- 
poos have about the same value 
as soap in cleansing the hair and 
scalp and removing bacteria and 
its breeding places such as dan- 
druff. These shampoo materials 
are usually mild and have very 
little irritating effects. The more 
popular ones are no more irri- 
tating than the mildest toilet 
soaps. The soapless detergents 
have certain advantages over 
soaps; they are usually neutral 
in reaction and do not have any 
of the alkali effect that many of 
the soaps have. These compounds 
are also usually free from ma- 
terials to which many people are 
allergic.

THE GREATEST difference be- 
tween the soaps and the soapless 
detergents lies in their chemical 
reaction. The synthetic detergents 
do not react with the calcium and 
magnesium salts found in hard 
water to form — com- 
pounds as the soaps do. Because 
of this fact, they leave the hair 
soft, lustrous, and easy to manage 
even if it is washed in hard water, 
It is because of this chemical re- 
action that they do not require 
an acid (vinegar or lemon juice) 
rinse afterwards to remove the 
insoluble compounds which give 
the hair a dull appearance when 
soap is used.

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Been Putting Out Paper for 51 Years 


Bill Wenrick Continues to Reach New Crests With Marshall (Ark.) Mountain Wave.

MARSHALL, Ark., April 29. 
HE Marshall Mountain Wave, 
volume 56, number 46, rolled 
from the press on time ‘last 
week, its four pages filled with 
local items and county news, as 
it has been doing every week since 
1897 when, temporarily defunct, 
Bill Wenrick took it over and re- 
vived it so that Searcy county 
Democrats could have a paper. 


For more than half a century 
the Wave has been coming out on 
time every Friday, except once 
when there wasn’t any ink in the 
shop, because. promptness is a 
point of pride with its editor, Wil- 
Ham A. Wenrick. Nobody can say 
of him that he ever held the paper 
for something to happen. Any- 
thing that didn’t transpire before 
press time on Friday could wait 
till next week. As a journalistic 
practice it had its points, though 
in the early days it had its draw- 
backs. As, for instance, when 
through somebody's impetuosity, 
the weekly homicide was moved 
up from Saturday night to Friday 
night, jcausing complaints from 
subscribers that there should have 
been something about it in the 
current week’s paper. It is some- 
thing that subscribers, never seem 
to understand, how a paper can’t 
wait around for something to hap- 
pen, even something as important 
as a killin’. 

All that is changed now, for 
Marshall isn’t like it used to be. 
It has been a long time since the 


town was shot up on a Saturday. 


night. It is a solid and prosper- 
ous and growing town. Some say 
it is growing faster than Har- 
rison, 40 miles up the road, but 
the Harrison Chamber of Com- 
merce denies this, If for the mo- 
ment Harrison is not growing as 


‘ fast as usual, it is just a lull, And 


look at the Saturday crowd on 
the Harrison square. Marshall 
can’t match that. Maybe not, but 
Marshall is not the mountain ham- 
let it used to be and the Mountain 
Wave mounts higher week by 
week. 

As an editor Bill Wenrick, it

Marshal] and Searcy county at the 

moment, did not have the bene- 
fit of a Democratic newspaper, 
which was looked upon by Demo- 
cratic politicians as a serious det- 
riment. The Mountain Wave, 
started a few years before, had 
spent itself. All that remained 
was a shirttail of type, a couple 
of job fonts and a Washington 
hand press, worth about 60 cents, 
as Wenrick says now, with title 
vested in Judge V. C. Bratton, top 
man of the Democrats.

N the politicians found out 
that Wenrick knew how to 
stick type they deviled him to 

take for free the equipment, fran- 
chise and goodwill of the Wave 
and, for the love of God, give 
them a Democratic paper. Wen- 
rick says he was crazy enough to 
take them up, but he grins as he 
says it and doesn't really mean it, 
for he has had hafl a century of 
getting out the paper and that is 
something that gets into a man’s 
blood. The Wave has given him a 
living and, you might say, he has 
had rather a full life. Pin him 
down and he will say he wasn’t 
so crazy after all when he took 
over and set the Wave rolling 
again. 

In the early days Marshall, back 
here in the mountains, was what 
you might call a little wild, with 
a good bit of shootin’ on Saturday 
nights and frequent killin’s, and 


there was an unreasonable pre- 
udice against putting such things 
in the paper. Editor Wenrick al- 
ways preferred to put the good 
news in the paper and leave out 
the bad, but when it eme to 
killin’s, he just, as he says, gave 
it like it was, names and all. 


It happened, as it was bound 
to happen. The Wave shop was 
shot up a ew times. The obvious 
intention was to terrify Bill into 
leaving out the names, but he 
didn’t terrify. It was a principle 
with him, something like what 
in later days came to be called 
the freedom of the press. He 
went right on giving it like it 
was, names and all. There came 
a time when the more exuberant 
of the citizenry, although they 
never could understand it, ac- 
cepted in principle the freedom 
of the press and held their fire. 


It could Rave been that Bill was 
spared the indignity of an oc- 
casional beating because he was 
crippled, but once in the heat of 
@ campaign before an election, 
he was slugged behind the ear. 
He could have had the law on 
the Republican who did the slug- 
ging, but he let it pass. “I was 
never much of a hand to prose- 
cyte,” he says. 

One reason that Bill

Wenrick ran the first side of the 
paper on Friday and by working 


on Sunday was able to run the 
second side on Monday, only three 
days late. 

Editor Wenrick is known of all 
men-as a true Democrat, but he 
doesn’t say so in the paper. He 
has always preferred to stand by 
and let the Democrats and Repub- 
licana fight it out. The only po- 
litical stuff he ever prints is a 
piece now and then written by a 
local politico and signed by him. 
His rule is no sign, ne print. 
That way he keeps out of one 
kind of trouble, 
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INCE August, 1945, the Wave 
has been bi-political, which is 
som more than neutral, At 
enrick and James R. 
Tudor, publisher of the 
Republican, put their heads to- 
gether and decided there was no 
sense in getting out two papers 
in a one-paper town. So they 
consolidated and now the Wave 
has two editors, one Democratic 
and the other Republican. “Be- 
tween us,” says Wenrick, “we 
manage to keep things pretty 
level.” 

An advantage is that the Wave 
now gets all the news, political 
and otherwise, that the two pa- 
pers formerly divided. The boast 
of the Waive is that it prints all 
the news without fear or favor 
and doesn’t let anybody say what 
shall be put in and what shall be 
left out. The only time Wenrick 
ever suppressed an item was when 
a Marshall mother with a star in 
her window was stricken with an 
iliness. It wasn’t in the paper 
because her boy, in the army, was 
on the mailing list, and if he read 
that his mom was sick he would 
be worried.
